An Airport For Salem 
For a week Salem has been learn in g about th e ben ­ 
efits of operatin g a mun icipal airport an d the pos­ 
sibilities of obtain in g on e. 
I t ia n ot someon e’s pet 
scheme, but rath er a revival of commun ity in terest 
which three years ago reached the poin t of selectin g 
a site for a proposed Salem-Allian ee airport. 
T hat 
was to have been a private en terprise, but curren t 
plan s call for a mun icipal base of operation s. 


In the past it has been an uphill struggle d ue to 
fin an cin g. It may be d ifficult yet, but two big hurd les 
have been m ad e a t the very sta rt of an airport fin ­ 
an cin g campaign . First, fed eral fun d s are available to 
help meet con struction costs. An d a farm , selected by 
the C. A. A. an d the state aviation board as the moat 
suitable site in this area, has been d on ated . 
An other 
fed eral con cession Is paym en t of 25 per cen t of the 
farm 's value to th e city. 
Application for fed eral fun d s has gon e forth after 
coun cil authorized the mayor to file it. 
There ia n o 
fin an cial obligation on the part of the city, an d n o th ­ 
in g that will in volve it in fin al complian ce. 
Every­ 
thin g n ow rests upon the ability of air-m in d ed en ­ 
thusiasts to raise about 1100,000 In private con tri­ 
bution s. 
In other word s, Salem ’s opportun ity Is a t 
han d . 
Results will d epen d on how much those In a 
position to help fin an ce the un d ertakin g realise the 
importan ce of an airport an d its possibilities* in d e­ 
velopin g busin ess for thia commun ity. 


The opportun ities* are listed briefly as freight an d 
express shipmen ts by air, as well as passen ger travel, 
an d parcel post an d first class air mall d eliveries. The 
Salem mun icipal airport will be a feed er field for th e 
larger airports in this part of the coun try an d thus 
will be d eveloped better air service for the ben efit of 
in d ustries, busin ess establishm en ts an d in d ivid uals. 
No in d ivid ual is to gain an y special ben efits from 
this airport, but to the con trary It will be a field m un ­ 
icipally operated at all tim es for the ben efit of the 
en tire public. 
It Ls the first real opportun ity Salem 
has had to place Its n ame on the rapid ly expan d in g 
sir map. 
It 1s an opportun ity which should n ot be 
lost.

It has the furth er 
ad van tage of bein g rapid ly elim i­

Pen icillin is quite effective again st 
urin ary in fection s d ue to Staphylo­ 
cocci an d Streptococci. Som etim es 
th e urin ary tract in fection is d ue to 
a com bin ation of germ s; th a t is, 
there are both cocci an d bacilli. In 
such in stan ces, the pen icillin m ay 
n o t be effective because bacilli pro­ 
d uce a substan ce which d estroys 
the action of the pen icillin . In these
